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THE PIEGANS AND THEIR LAND. 


White setement in prairie Canada 
has proceeded in ncobid with treaties 
made with the aboriginal inhebitants 
Ay settlement spread westward and 
northward new treaties were ‘made 
with the Indians encountered, until 
now there are only a few tribes in 
the almost’ inaccessible northland who 
are not under treaty with our Gov 
ernment 

One provision cf such treaties has 
always been to reserve to the tribe 
affected a certain portion of land, 
which could not be taken from them 
and which they were free to inhabit 
as long as “sup shines and = water 
flows,” without molestation from the 
new-comers The tribe in return 
gives up all proprietary interest in 
hwnd outside the reserve 

These treaties place upon the Gov 
ernment an usually grave obligation 
To violate them would discredit the 
name of Canada throughout the world 
@+ a country which keeps its treaties 
only with natians «tronger than iteelf, 
and woull bring upon us the obloquy 
whith justly falls on those who vio 
late their pledged word 

The claims of humanity impose sim 
larly grave obligations in regard to 
the land reserves. “The Indian cannot 
in his preweny Condition live under 
the white man’s conditions of life. The 
reserve iv glk that stands between him 
and starvation, To*despoil him of 
this land and throw him upon his own 
resources under comlitions which are 
alien and unadapted to him would 
likely in the end amgunt to racial 
murder. Hither the Indian would-per- 
ish of hunger and disease or we should 
be obliged to make some arrangement 
for his maintenance at the pwolic ex 
pense. 

These solemn obligations have been 
crupulously obsetved by Canadian 
Governments, past and present 
Though in a hopeless, and alwajya 
were hopeless minority, the Indian 


has been dealt with by the Gover 


mont as though he were in the ma 
jority His rights have been respect- 
ed, his land has been free from twes- 
pass, and on the land he has been 
allowed to live as he pleased so long 
a» the lawy of the country were not 
violated 

It has, however, been the habit of 
the present Opposition to mssail the 


Government occasionally oh the 
ground of treating the Indian unfairly 
or of allowing him to b unfairly 
treated in respect to his lanil No 


doubt the peculiarly solemn character 
of our nationa) obligations to protect 
u race which can no longer pro, 
tect themselves has been an incentive 
te such attack. For if it cou! be e&- 
tablished that the Government had 
either dednauded the dndian or alowed 
lim to be defrauded of his lend, the 
public sense of right und the instincts 
of humanity must rise in hostility 
against the guilty parties 

Such attaok was attempted in the 
Hots’ the other dey by (Mr. Herron, 
member for Macleod constituenc It 
would: be more correct to say that Mr 
Herron edvanced to make the attack 
reconnoitted the position and gave 
up, The matter did not end there 
however. The Mail and Empire, ever 
ready to Tush in where more serup 
ulous and ‘better informed — parties 
fear to ead, took up the war ory. It 
published an ~ editoria¥ * paragraph 
plainly i@ténded to circulate in the 
eastern pact of Canada, where the 
facts were unknown, the idea thas, 
the Government had conspired to al 
low certain parties to defraud an 
Indian tribe of Alberta out of a part 
of their reserve.

perty is being turned into cash. They 
have not suceeeded in their Huga 


tion, owing to the tact that they are 
not-able-io stop any action the Crown 
may take But something ought 
surely to be done in their behalf. At

The reserv> is consider 
ably larger than that number of In 
diane are entitled to under the weaty 
However, they have exercised proprie 
tary rights over the land and those 
rights have not been questioned. They 
were allowed in this way more shan 
was coming to them, whatever the ex 
tm amounted to 

The Piegans are a quiet, progressive 
trib They are no longer altogether 
dependant on the Government, but 
mostiy earn their own living, by cul- 
tivating parts of the reserve, by rais 
ig cattle, or by working for settlers 
The remarkable success of agriculture 
in the soushern country during the 
few last years has not been unnoticed 
by the Piegans, and it occurred to 
some of ‘the more ambitious and en- 


had an equipment of farming machin- 
er they would make much bette 
headway in their own operations 
These, therefore, have been urging 
the officials of the Indian Department 
fur some time %o supply them with 
the needful implements for going into 
farming on a larger seale 

The Government was not, howeve 
dispoeed, under the ci:cumstances, %0 
ask Parliament for a grant of money 
for the purpose. Considering that 
the Indians were occupying more land 
than they were entitled to that 
land was very valuable on account of 
the surrounding settlement, — they 
deemed it better to sell a portion of 
the reserve and devote the proceeds 
to providing the necessary equipment 
This, of course, could only be done 
i a majority of the Indians were wil 
ling, and it turned out that the In 
dians were not unanimous on the 
sulyject. The Indian who had a com 
fortable house and machinery was 
not disposed to sella part o? the land 
the tribe had been eoceupying in 
order “ buy implements for the oth- 
ers to work with. In all, three votes 
were taken, on proposals to sell dif 
ferent portions of the land. The two 
first votes negatived the proposals, 
the third carried, and accordingly the 
sale was announced to take place on 
the 24th of the bast month 

These were the facts which led up 
to the proposed sale and om the basis 
ol these facts Mr. Herron scouted 
ebout the transaction, but could s« 
ho opening for an attack.
